Quake aid sent to Chilton priest 


MADISON, W»s. (AP)-Some of the 


money collected in Wisconsin to aid 
earthquake victims In its sister state of 
Nicaragua is being distributed by a 
Catholic missionary from Chilton. 


The office of Gov. Patrick Lucey said 


$2,000 had been sent Thursday to a 
checking account of the Rev. Andre 
Weller at a Chilton bank for use by the 
priest to purchase food for 2,000 
refugees. 


"That means that the priest will be 


able to buySl worth of food in Honduras 
for each of the 2,000 refugees." a Lucey 
spokesman said. 


Weller requested the money from the 


governor's office last weekend via short 
wave radio to aid the refugees from the 
Dec. 23 earthquake centered at 
Managua, Nicaragua, who settled at his 
mission at Somoto about 15 miles from 
the Honduras-Nicaragua border. 


The funds were put in Weller's ac- 


count after Ned Wallace, who is co-or- 


dinating distribution of all Wisconsin 
gifts to its sister state in the Partners of 
the Americas program, met with Weller 
and Jose Canton, the Nicaraguan 
representative in the partners program. 


The $2.000 was from among $84.881 


collected by the governor's office 
through Thursday. 


Bishop Aloysius Wycislo of Green 


Bay said his diocese was sending $500 to 
Weller, who has been stationed in 
Nicaragua seven years. And he said the 


diocese was also making a $5.000 con- 
tribution for aid in that country through 
the Catholic Relief Services Internat- 
ional. 


Wallace reported to Lucey that the 


first Wisconsin aid plane had been 
unloaded and all of the 18,000 pounds of 
canned meat distributed. 


The 51,000 hypodermic syringes and 


needles sent Thursday aboard an Air 
National Guard plane from Milwaukee 
will probably be used in a house-to- 
house inoculation program, he said.

Letters from the missing

In their bamboo prison cages deep in 


the jungles of South Vietnam, the four 
men were given pen and paper. They 
scratched brief messages of greetings to 
their loved ones. 


On Wednesday these letters were 


mailed special delivery in New York 
City. 


And for four more American families 


the postman would bring the news that 
for many many months they had hardly 
allowed themselves to believe — their 
men were still alive. 


"God bless you! Oh, God bless you!" 


exclaimed Mrs. Virgil O'Connor when 
she picked up her phone at home in 
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Warren, Mich., to learn that a letter 
from her son Michael was on the way. 
He was a U.S. army warrant officer shot 
down in his helicopter on Feb. 4. 1968, 
during the Tet offensive battle for Hue. 


Two months later a released prisoner 


reported seeing him alive. But in the five 
years since then, the O'Connors had 
received not one word about him. He is 
now 25. 


Now a 10 line letter was on the way, 


brought back to America by an 
American delegation that visited Hanoi 
during Christmas. 


Mrs. Orvis Parsells of Sarasota. Fla., 


was unbelieving when The Associated 
Press called her Thursday to say that a 
letter from her 27-year-old son John 
would be arriving soon. 


The organization that had arranged 


the mail exchange with Hanoi, the 
Committee of Liaison with Families of 
American Prisoners of War in In- 
dochina, had been unable to reach Mrs. 
Parsells with the news. 


"I'm hoping and praying you're 


telling the truth," she said, as her hus- 
band listened at another line. "John was 
shot down in his helicopter on February 
5.1970," shesaid. "The Pentagon told us 
he was a prisoner of war, apparently his 
name was broadcast once over Radio 
Hanoi, but this wil! be the first v/nrd 
from him." 


John Parsells is a U.S. Army captain, 


a graduate of Southeast High School in 
Bradenton, Fla.

Calif. His mother was not at home 
Thursday but neighbors said he was 
shot down May 1, 1972, and his mother 
had been advised by the Pentagon that 
he was alive. 


The fourth letter was from Bruce 


Raymond Archer, His relatives in Pcn- 
sacola, Fla., were not reachable on 
Thursday. 


The four letters from prisoners in the 


South were among 600 brought back 
from Hanoi by the antiwar group The 
others-were described as being from 
prisoners in the North. The significance 
of the four is that they came from men 
who the visitors said had not been heard 
from previously. 


Americans captured in battle in the 


south have been swallowed up in the 
jungles. They have become as phan- 


tom-like as their captors.the Viet Cong, 
and their fate has been a matter for 
conjecture. 


Their fate is markedly different to 


that of U.S. pilots shot down over North 
Vietnam who are installed in the "Hanoi 
Hilton" prison camp in central Hanoi 
and given access to regular mail 
deliveries, food packages and visiting 
Americans. 


Hundredsof Americansare missing in 


South Vietnam, but only a few more 
than a score of them have written to 
relatives. Prisoners who have been 
released in the south, or who escaped, 
talk of cage-like bamboo prisons, of long 
treks through the jungles to avoid det- 
ection by allied ground troops, of poor 
food. 


Both Mrs. O'Connor and Mrs. Parsells 


said they frequently mailed food 
packages but that these were always 
returned. Their letters did not come 
back but they did no! know if they were 
delivered. 


For the Americans held in the south 


there is also the constant danger from 
bombing. There were fears for the safety 
of U.S. pilots in Hanoi prisons when the 
big B52 bombers launched strikes 
against Hanoi recently, and Hanoi 
claimed a prison camp was hit and some 
prisoners hurl 


The B52saro a danger that Americans 


prisoners in South Vietnam face daily 
because the prison camp regions in the 
jungied mountains are "free bombing 
zones" for the Americans war planes on 
a permanent basis 


Little is known about Americans 


captured outside North V i e t n a m 
because Hanoi allows the guerrilla 
forces in Laos, Cambodia and South 
Vietnam to hold American captives 
themselves. Hanoi is known to value 
American pilot prisoners as a bargain- 
ing tool in negotiations. This view is 
apparently not shared by the guerrilla 
governments in Laos. Cambodia and 
South Vietnam, and minimal informat- 
ion on the captives has been released. 


For those reasons, relatives at home 


remain seriously concerned about the 
well-being of the men missing in action. 


Kathleen O'Connor, a sister of the 


captured Michael O'Connor, said. 
"When we read the delegation brought 
back some letters from South Viotnam, 
we did not dare to think one from 
Michael would be among them."

Democratic senators, matching the 


step taken two days earlier by their 
House colleagues, voted 36 to 12 in favor 
of a strongly worded proposal by Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass, to cut off 
war funds immediately. 


Sen. J.W. Fulbright, D-Ark., chair- 


man of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, promptly reiterated his determinat- 
ion to move quickly if Nixon's Jan. 20 
inauguration passes w i t h o u t an 
agreement. 


"The time for debate—and delay—is 


past," Fulbright said. "I believe that

More employed 
in December 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The total 


number of Americans at %vork rose 
280,000 to82.8 million last month, while 
the nation's unemployment rate 
remained unchanged at 5.2 per cent of 
the work force, the government said 
today. 


The number of jobless Americans 


actually edged down 150,000 to 4.1 
million, but this is expected in 
December and the Labor Department 
figured it as no change on a seasonally 
adjusted basis. 


The report, rounding up employment 


developments over the past year, noted 
that the unemployment total was down 
600,000 in the past 12 months. 


The report by the Bureau of Labor 


Statistics also said that average earn- 
ings of some 50 million rank-and-file 
workers rose $1.12 to $139.50 per week 
in December and were up $8.20 or G.2 per 
cent over the past year. 


Workers lost 3.5 per cent of their 


purchasing power to rising living costs 
over the year, leaving them with a net 
gain in pay of 2.7 per cent. 


The report said that the nation's total 


employment rose over the year by 2.4 
million.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Government 


and foreign dignitaries, who weren't 
invited to the simple, private funeral 
last week for Harry S Trurnan. joined 
Washington 
Cathedral 
today 
to 


memorialize the 33rd president of the 
United States 


I-ed by Vice President Spiro T. 


Agnew, hundreds of friends, political 
associates and representatives of 
dozens of other nations nearly filled the 
2,000-seat gothic cathedral to hear 
Truman eulogized as a man who was 
"earthy plain...no wrinkles in his 
honesty." 


The 88-year-old Trurnan died Dec. 26 


and was buried in the grassy courtyard 
of the library in Independence, Mo., that 
has the documents and mementoes of 
his long life. 


The former president had requested 


Dial only family members and close 
friends attend the funeral service at the 
library. 


President Nixon, who flew to In- 


dependence to pay his respects before 
the funeral, did not attend the service 
today. Chief Justice Warren E. Burger, 
Democratic and Republican leaders of 
the House and Senate, Prime Minister 
Jark Lynch of Ireland, President 
Zalman Shazar of Israel and Premier 
Kim Chung Pil of South Korea were 
among those who did.

these various authors, save one. are 
unable to distinguish between British 
home, family and school life and our 
own It seems that they, like Silberman, 
never read the whole Plowden Report! 
The exception in this book is Joseph 
Featherstone's article. "Relevance to 
the American Setting."

24,000 square-mile area and they are all 
Navajo Indians. The school." which 
opened in 1968, is the first high school 
built by the Bureau of Indian Affairs on 
the Navajo Reservation in Arizona. 


Lucy Paul isn't an ordinary teen- 


ager: she's the first American Indian to 
appear on the cover of Seventeen 
Magazine and the story of her school, 
her classmates and their lives is told in 
"Among the Navajos: What It's Like 
Living on an Indian Reservation" in the 
magazine's January issue. 


Largest tribe 


The 100.000-plus Navajos are the 


largest Indian tribe in the United 
States. Lucy and the majority of her 
classmates usually go home" on 
weekends; they live too far away to 
commute, so they spend the week in the 
school's dormitories. The dorm has a 
television set in the lobby, soda dis- 
pensers and a jukebox. And yet. its 
occupants face problems unknown to 
many their age. 


Unemployment among the Indians is 


nearly 10 times the national average; 
the Navajo high school dropout rate is 
double the national average and life 
expectancy is 23 years lower. Poverty 
grinds down the Navajo family; most 
homes have no electricity and water 
supplies, when they exist, are often 
contaminated. 


The crushing pressure on the people- 


take their toll: Navajo teen-agers com- 
mit suicide at a rate alarmingly higher 
than 
the 
national 
average 
and 


drunkenness among teens is distres- 
singly high, according to writer Arnold 
Hano. 


But the Navajo is .ilso very accept- 


ing. Ancita Ashie, 16, spoke no English 
until she began grade school off the 
reservation in Holbrook. Ariz. "I felt 
out of place and the teachers (all white) 
told us to speak English or we would 
not go out for recess." Ancita spoke no 
English; her teachers spoke no Navajo. 
Yet it was the Navajo child who was 
expected to close the communication 
gap. "It wasn't so terrible." she recalls 
softly. "Not roally " 


No desire to leave 


Ancita. Lucy and many other Navajo 


youngsters have no desire to leave the 
reservation — they want to bo near 
their parents, their people, their cul- 
ture. Yet all Navajos arc not so accept- 
ing. Guy Choc Tom, IS. says he wants 
to go to college "I'm curious." he says. 
"I want the- experience of seeing what is 
out there." Yet many N.ivajo teens 
rcalixc where they stand academically 
to the average white student George 
Mam-goats says "I fed I am below 
him "

1' Nine Republican state senators have 
introduced as one of the first of the 
broadly significant propositions in the 
1973 legislative session a bill that would 
hold all municipal and county tax rates 
to 1972 levels, except that additional 
levies could be authorized by referen- 
dum. 
•The Republican measure echoes 
some of the broad hints made during 
recent months by Gov. Lucey and his 
key lieutenants in the Democratic ad- 
ministration as they expressed concern 
that the outlook for generously raised 
state aids to localities flowing from

federal revenues under the new federal 
revenue sharing act would prompt un- 
necessary spending unless the state 
provides brakes. 


The Republican plans also coincides 


with a drive by the Public Expenditures 
Survey, a local taxpayer service 
agency, for attendance next Tuesday at 
a state-wide taxpayer conference in 
Milwaukee. 


A survey spokesman, queried about 


the Republican Senate proposal, said 
that taxpayer groups are more likely to 
back a spending limitation pegged to 
1972 local expenditures than a freeze on 
tax rates. The tax rate is not a sure 
index to local spending practices, he 
suggested, with an apparent reference 
to the fact that assessed values can be 
arranged to permit more taxation 
without raising the local rates in many 
instances.

this week indicating worries that the

response of local administrations to the 
prospective slate and federal revenue 
windfalls when they offered another 
bill proposing that state law require 
localities to use all federal revenue 
sharing allocations for real property 
tax relief.

It worked for Billy in a sympathetic 


Outagamie County courtroom. 


Billy (not his real name) was born in 


Appleton late in 1967. He had a defect 
that will require annual operations for 
15 years. 


A week after he was born, he was 


taken to a Madison hospital. It was the 
first of many hospital stays His mother 
who had her first child at 16. was 
seeking a divorce from a husband who 
was in jail again. 


He saw his son for the first and only 


time when the child was a few weeks 
old. There have been other divorces 
started but the couple is still married. 


Billy, whose birth defect kept him 


trom eating properly, was brought 
home from Madison only to wind up in 
an Appleton hospital a month later. He 
needed surgery. That was early in 1968. 


His parents left for Washington while 


he was in the hospital. They weren't at 
the hearing when a judge gave emer- 
gency custody of Billy to the Ou- 
tagamie County Department of Social 
Sen-ices, so he would have a place to go 


when his hospital stay was over. 


The mother told Judge R. Thomas 


Cane, ot Outagamie County's Familj 
Court, that doctors had advised her the 
baby should stay in Appleton. She 
would be advised when he was ready to 
travel, they reportedly told her. 


She never saw Billy again. But she 


didn't desert him. she insisted Thurs- 
day. She even sent Christmas and 
birthday gifts once in a while. 


During four hours of almost cons- 


tantly conflicting testimony Thursday. 
t!;° parents told Cane they tried 
numerous times to get Billy back. They 
wrote and called Outagamie County 
welfare officials. 


They were told the boy was "in good 


hands" and they should not try to get 
him hack.

Everybody has problems. Coping 


with them can be rough. Solving them 
is even rougher. 


St. Paul may have had the answer 


when he wrote about "the work of 
reconciliation." 


"Reconciling people unto people, 


reconciling a person with himself" 
could remedy many of man's ills, the 
Rev. William Counselman, pastor of 
Valley Baptist Church, said Thursday 
night at his church during a panel 
discussion on problems affecting par- 
ticular groups of people. 


Counselman and five other local per- 


sons explored the problems facing the 
elderly, the alcoholic, the migrant 
worker, young people, married couples 
and prisoners at a Baptist Women's 
Missionary Union program. 


The answers or solutions to the 


problems weren't necessarily new — 
after all, the problems aren't — but they 
offered food for thought. 


Old age, with the physical and mental 


infirmities and loneliness that some- 
times accompany it, can be miserable 
and depressing. 


Mrs. Clare Kiepke, who works with 


the elderly in her position as volunteer 
coordinator at the Outagamie County 
Health Center, said the companionship 
provided by volunteers — in groups or 
alone, as elementary school pupils put- 
ting into practice what they've learned 
in the classroom or as married men and 
women — brings a new light into the 
shadows of old age. 


"We need volunteers," she said 


Many of the residents of the center's 
Golden Age Home have no one left — 
they have outlived their families. Many 
are senile, few are ambulatory. 


As an ex officio member of the ad- 


diction unit board, Mrs. Kiepke comes 
in contact with alcoholics fighting their 
way back to sobriety in health center 
programs. 


"Alcoholics are physically, emo- 


tionally and spiritually kaput," she said. 
"They need support." And members of 
Alcoholics Anonymous, Community 
Alcoholism Services, Inc., and the 
health center's A unit staff provide it, 
she added. 


Charles Rucker, a juvenile court 


worker, comes in contact daily with 
young people who have gotten into 
trouble and their parents. "Many of the 
problems young people have grow out 
of their family situations." he said. 


He blamed the pressures of society 


and a lack of communication between 
parent and child for many trouble spots 
and advised parents to: 


—"Look at your children." 
—"Be honest with them as they grow 


up—talk to them." 


— "Learn how to listen to your 


children." 


He stressed the need for more foster 


homes —whether it be for one night or 
two or three years — and volunteers to 
work with young people at the Drop-in 
Center and in a Volunteers in Probation 
program. 


Robert Gellert, a marriage counselor 


and director of Family Services, sa\V 
greed as a major problem affecting the 
break up of family life. 


"The family becomes secondary to 


achieving, to providing." he said, and 
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mended to the Outagamie welfare 
department in 1969 that Billy not be 
returned to his, real parents. The father 
got violent at times, they wrote, he was 
awaiting trial on a criminal charge (he 
was found innocent of grand larceny, 
he said Thursday) and the mother again 
wanted a divorce. 


Last April former Outagamie County 


Judge Raymond P. Dohr terminated the 
rights of Billy's parents. The boy was 
permitted to stay with the family that 
had kept him for more than four years. 


Two months passed before Billy's 


parents learned of the court action 
1,000 miles away. 


Law dictated they be notified of plans 


to take their son permanently. Welfare 
officials had sent a certified letter to 
their last known Alabama address.

Woehler, supervisors 
don't see eye to eye

Some members of the Outagamie 


County Board of Social Services want 
to make peace with County Executive 
Alvin Woehler. 


But not all of them. 
The board and the county executive 


have had strained relations since 
Woehler's aborted 
attempt

months ago to dump Welfare Director 
James E. Stampp. Stampp stayed 
because the welfare board backed him 
in what amounted to policy and per- 
sonal differences with Woehler. 


Woehler seldom comes to welfare 


board meetings anymore. The seven 
member board, which oversees opera- 
tions in the county's third largest 
department, meets two or three times a 
month. 


It's not that Woehler isn't interested 


in what's happening with county wel- 
fare. 


Sometimes, board members relate, 


his opinions are reflected in the letters 
cranked out by the county board's 
personnel committee. The welfare 
board often finds itself frustrated by 
contrary and conflicting decisions by 
the personnel unit. There are three 
supervisors on the powerful personnel 
panel. 


"Woehler is the fourth member." one 


supervisor commented during a wel- 
fare board meeting Wednesday night. 


Sometimes Woehler's opinions about 


county welfare administration are ven- 
tured in the confines of his office before 
an audience of one or more welfare- 
board members. 


That was the case Tuesday afternoon 


when, according to witnesses, there 
was 
another 
stormy 
encounter. 


Woehler, it was learned, called super- 
visors Herman Ripp, welfare board 
chairman, and John Kellogg into his 
office. 


Some of Woehler's objections to the 


state of welfare affairs in Outagamie 
County might warrant consideration, 
Kellogg told board members Wednes- 
day. 
Others he and Ripp rejected 


completely, he continued. 


Regardless, the fighting has got to 


stop, Kellogg admonished "It's silly to 
fight back and forth." Besides. Kellogg 
insisted, it's only resulting in a massive 
stalemate between the board and 
Woehler. 


"I don't know the answer, but we've 


got to find a solution," Kellogg urged.

Sutherland Thursday lost his bid for 
state consideration of cost-sharing on 
the construction of a police-community 
relations center for youths in the city's 
planned police station. 


The state Council on Criminal Jus- 


tice voted to refuse to spend any of its 
regular federal program funds for 1973 
on construction projects. 


The refusal leaves open the prospect 


for Appleton winning cost-sharing 
funds for the center from special federal 
funds allocated to Wisconsin directly 
by the Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration — but state council 
leaders said there is little likelihood 
that such money will become available 
in the nexi ypar in sums sufficient to 
help the Appleton project. 


Sutherland balked at the council 


suggestion that the Appleton request 
be submitted to the East-Central 
regional council to be presented much 
later in the year to the full state or- 
ganization. 


Sutherland said that Appleton of- 


ficials need to know now, as planning is 
in its crucial stages, whether such a 
request would even be considered at 
the later date. 


The state council has had an unof- 


ficial policy in the past of refusing to aid 
construction projects with the regular 
federal law enforcement funds allocat- 
ed to it to aid local projects in Wiscon- 
sin. On one occasion, however, it used 
special "discretionary" funds to aid in 
the construction costs of a Milwaukee 
jail. 


Sutherland continually pressed for 


an "up or down" vote which would in 
effect establish council policy for 1973 
regarding the use of regular anti"rime 
funds for construction. 


He lost overwhelmingly after bring- 


ing the issue to a head in the wake of an 
hour's debate. 


The action came as the Council on 


Criminal Justice considered a proposed 
1973 program for its regular funds. 


The Appleton police station "is a 


once in a lifetime project," Sutherland 
told the state council. 


The city must know, as planning 


progresses, whether there is a chance 
for50 percent federal assistance for the 
construction of a police-community 
relations center in the building to 
emphasize youth activities. 


Sutherland said that no cost es- 


timates for the center are available yet. 
but discussed the proposal in terms of a 
$150,000 to $200.000 total cost, for illus- 
trative purposes. 


The Appleton mayor turned back 


criticism of a site selection report which 
did not consider the location of the 
proposed police station in relation to 
mass transit in Appleton. 


Sutherland said the report was 


prepared at a time in which no local 


officials knew whether there would be 
mass transit available in the city, in 
light of local bus problems. The loca- 
tion of the police station could not be 
discussed in terms of bus routes if no 
one knew whether busses would be in 
operation when it was built, he sug- 
gested. 


Sutherland turned aside criticism of 


an alleged lack of participation by po6r 
people in planning the police-com- 
munity relations center by saying that 
the hurried proposal, prepared in res- 
ponse to a delay last month in approv- 
ing the 1973 council plan, received wide' 
local publicity and the people who res-- 
ponded supported the youth center" 
suggestion. 


Sutherland urged the council to act 


on the policy question of whether con- 
struction would be assisted at all in 
such programs. 


He turned aside an 11-10 vote sug- 


gesting that he send the application, 
through normal channels to 
his 


regional council for forwarding to the 
state unit for future consideration after 
the 1973 plan is adopted. 


"It isn't just a question of an up or 


down policy change," he said. "W.e 
need help, and we are not helped by 
having the question put off." 


"What we want to know is whether 


or not we will be able to get approval," 
said Sutherland. 


Local circumstances demand that an 


answer be given immediately as to 
whether such a request would have a- 
chance of being approved in the coming! 
year.

A plea for people to make their feelings on the 


Vietnam situation known to elected officials 
has been issued by a group of POW and MIA 
families, including Mrs. Fredric Flom. Apple- 
ton.

been a prisoner of war for more than six year1;. 
was in Washington, D.C.. this week along with 
other families of prisoners of war, servicemen 
missing in action to talk to congressmen about 
the situation. 


She called The Post-Crescent Thursday and 


read the release which she- helped draft in 
Washington. 


It reads: 
"A group of POW and MIA families, meeting 


in the nation's capital, have issued the follow- 
ing plea to the American people: 


"We appeal to the citizens of the U.S.A. Let 


our feelings be known immediately through 
congressmen, senators and the President, 
regarding the Southeast Asian involvement. 
We trust by your letters, telegrams and phone 
calls that the elected officials will be made more 
aware of your deep concern. 


"The tragedy of Vietnam must be concluded. 


Positive steps must be taken to end the conflict 
prior to inauguration date, Jan. 20,1973." 


Mrs. Flom wont to Washington to talk to 


congressemen and other families of the POV/s, 
she said in a telephone interview. 


"I don't know how I feel about what is 


currently going on in Vietnam. But something 
has to be done. I want Nixon to negotiate a 
peace," she said.

That is why we drafted the plea -in the hopes 
the people will hear and react," she stated. 


While in Washington, Mrs. Flom was invited 


to a tea given by Mrs. Spiro Agnew and wives of 
several congressmen. 


"Any way I can make even a few people more- 


aware of the fact that the war has to end, is 
good," she commented.

The charges against the three 
were dropped by Judge Sitter on Oct. 6 
upon the request of the defendants' 
attorney. Thomas Hughes. Sitter noted 
that the complaints, on short forms, 
were inadequate to press charges. 


The district attorney's office sub- 


sequently brought criminal complaints 
against the three on the longer 
complaint forms, charging the same 
offenses. Sitter against dismissed the 
charges on Dec. 15, noting that he had 
originally 
dismissed 
them 
with 


prejudice. That means the men could 
not again be charged in connection 
with the same offense. 


The short form complaints under 


question are citation type forms filled 
out by officers. They list the offense 
charged and give notice of a pending 
court appearance. They do not include 
an account of the alleged offense or 
several other items found on the longer 
forms. 


In dismissing the 
conservation 


complaints. Judge Sitter had said that 
too often lawyers bring people into 
court on insufficient complaints, and 
then when judges are forced to throw 
them out, the lawyers bring the same 
charges on the long forms. He said he 
was dismissing the cases with prejudice 
to breach this practice that wastes the 
time of court personnel and the persons 
charged. 


A similar dispute over use of short 


forms for alleged traffic offenses was 
resolved in October. At that time, Cir- 
cuit Judge William E. Crane overruled 
Judge Sitter's dismissal of two traffic 
offense complaints. Crane ruled that 
the short forms were adquate for traffic 
cases. 


Circuit Judge Edmund P. Arpin has 


not been assigned to rule whether the 
long forms are necessary for conserva- 


tion complaints. Carver said Thursday 
that his office has, in the meantime, 
conformed complaints to the long form 
for such cases. "But we have not for 
traffic cases," he added.

father was in jail and the mother was 
on welfare. 


Testimony Thursday revealed that 


the parents have been separated off and 
on over recent years. The father last left 
home for nearly a year, returning last 
month. His wife was again on welfare. 


Now, he told the court, he has a good 


job as a carpenter and there are no 
more family problems. He blamed most 
of the past problems on his mother-in 
law, who had lived with them. 


He hadn't paid the $10 a week sup- 


port toward Billy's foster home care, he 
said, because he had never been told he 
had to. 


An attorney believed the parents still 


showed an interest in Billy. Hadn't they 
used their meager savings to come all 
the way to Appleton to fight for him? 
he asked. 


A state welfare caseworker urged the 


court to leave Billy with his foster 
parents — "the only parents he has 
known since he was 2 months old." 


She quoted an Alabama welfare 


report received last month which 
described the parents' home as unsta- 
ble. 


Billy has spent a lot of time in hospi- 


tals, the caseworker related, and there 
is a lot of hospital time ahead. The 
foster parents, who weren't in court 
(neither was Billy), suffered with the 
boy. 


"They have shown a great devotion 


for him," she said. They want to adopt 
him.

First English Lutheran Church. 


In describing the program and the 


goals. Raedeke repeatedly stressed the 
fact that this was not an effort on the 
part of some to make one huge church 
group, but to join hands "to carry out 
the great commitment by proclama- 
tion, and demonstration, by word and 
by deed."

hours. It was called by Clarence Pagel, 
committee chairman, at the request of 


the elected officials who consider the 
salary schedule unjust and object that 
the clerk has access to the schedule and 
they do not. 


The committee and Gorlie said that 


the clerk has many nonstatutory and 
extra curricular duties which make his 
office worthy of the higher salary. 


His salary went from $840 to $945 per 


month, in two steps. He receives $902 as 
of Jan. 1, 1973, and will get 
the 


remainder on Aug 1. In comparison, 


the salaries of the clerk of courts, 
register of deeds and treasurer all went 
from $775 to $840. while the sheriff was 
increased from $820 to $919 in two 
steps, going first to $877 until Aug. 1. 


The survey, authorized at taxpayers' 


expense, was compiled by Gorlie from 
data from surrounding counties and 
others in the state the size of Calumet.

Good diverticulosis 
diet not too restrictive 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Your booklet, 


"Don't Let Diverticulosis Throw You." 
has been helpful to me but I wish you 
would write more about this common 
and upsetting difficulty. 


I have adhered faithfully to a low 


residue diet. Lately I have read that 
many doctors and nutritionists feel the 
low-residue diet provokes more trouble 
because the peristaltic action is not 
strengthened. What is your opinion? — 
T.W.S. 


My opinion is the same as it was — 


I've never recommended a rigid low 
residue diet for diverticulosis. I've 
recommended a diet with sufficient 
residue (or "bulk," if you prefer, which 
amounts to the same thing) to permit 
normal bowel action. 


Take another look at page 7 of the 


booklet and you'll find: "Avoid foods 
which have a high content of coarse 
residue, or use them only occasionally. 
These include such things as nuts, corn, 
bran, seedy fruits, as an example." 


The important word is "coarse." 
Diverticulosis means that pouches 


have formed in the colon. This is 
extremely common. Most of the time 
they don't bother anyone The impor- 
tant thing is to prevent irritation. If the 
pouches become irritated or inflamed, 
that's when they become troublesome. 


That's why seedy or coarse residue 


foods are better avoided. But it is also 
important to avoid constipation, 
because that causes irritation, too. And 
to avoid constipation, it's essential to 
have enough bulk. Or residue. 


An English physician. Dr. Neil 


Painter, wrote an article recently ad- 
vancing the concept that a low-residue 
diet can aggravate trouble with diver- 
ticulosis. He even suggested the use of 
bran to increase bulk —a suggestion on 
which I have reservations, mainly 
because not all bran is the same, some 
rough enough to be irritating, some 
not. So I prefer to keep bran on the 
"avoid" list. 


All the same, I agree with him that 


sufficient bulk is necessary, and too 
much emphasis on low-residue foods 
can be a mistake. Painter reported that 
85 per cent of patients using more bulk 
were relieved of symptoms from their 
diverticulosis. 


It would be my guess that most of 


these people had, prior to that, been 
overdoing the "low-residue" thing. 


Incidentally, you'll also note in my 


booklet that I suggest theuseofagaror 
psvllium preparations, which are bulk 
producers, if needed to combat con- 
stipation. 


Other readers wanting the booklet

But keep in mind that avoiding 


coarse irritants is not the same as 
following a diet that is deficient in bulk. 
So a good diverticulosis diet isn't very 
restrictive. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Do sugar-free 


soft drinks contain salt? I am not sup- 
posed to use salt in my diet. Some of the 
soft drinks contain carbonated water, 
sodium citrate, benzoate of soda, etc. — 
S.B. 


A "low-salt diet" means, actually, a 


low-sodium diet, since salt is high in 
sodium. I don't know that any soft 
drinks contain salt as such, but other 
sodium compounds should be avoided 
which would include sodium citrate 
and benzoate of soda. There is no 
sodium m plain carbonated water, 
though. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Will massaging 


the arms and legs help poor circulation 
in these parts? — M.E. 


To some extent, yes. In the legs, poor 


circulation is usually due to varicose 
veins or hardening of the arteries (or 
both). Massage can help the circulation 
but cannot correct the defects. 


Hemorrhoids can 
be cured. If

Round two occurs Jan. 10 when the 


parent Corporation for Public Broad- 
casting holds its board meeting to 
decide what role, if any, PBS should 
have in future program decisions. 


What both sides will consider and 


vote on are policy statements on exactly 
who should make most of those 
decisions —the corporation or the PBS 
and managers of public television stat- 
ions. 


The corporation, founded by 


Congress to administer the Public 
Broadcasting Act of 1967, will have the 
final word. Henry Loomis, its new 
president, says the board wants to 
"define" the role of PBS. 


But he insists this is only because of 


sloppy business arrangements between 
PBS and the CPB and not because the 
board is angered at the oftencon- 
troversial affairs shows approved in 
past years by PBS. 


He says both agencies have confused, 


overlapping functions in such areas as 
legal counsel, public relations and 
program review and "at the moment 
nobody knows who's responsible for 
what."

Par- 
ticularly when they are trying to subs- 
tantiate some of von Daniken's Biblical 
theories, including one which seems to 
have had Moses the inventor of the 
phonograph.

Farm conservation programs killed 


REAP is dead. 
It was killed by the Nixon Administration, scrapped along 


with the Water Bank Program to cut costs. REAP, called the 
Rural Environmental Assistance Program, was a child of the 
Dust Bowl. It was called Agricultural Conservation Program 
then and paid farmers part of their costs when new soil conser- 
vation methods were instituted. It paid farmers to fertilize, to 
strip crop, for sod waterways, conservation measures, tile drains 
and most recently, for waste disposal facilities. 


Water bank was an infant. It was started as a test in 1972 to 


pay landowners for preserving migratory waterfowl habitat. 
Both were popular, "desirable" in the eyes of the Agriculture 
Department but neither was considered vital to the national 
economy. So budget planners in the Agriculture Department 
eliminated them in attempts to economize and keep federal 
spending to a S250 billion level. 


REAP had received $225.5 million from Congress although the 


Office of Management and Budget released only $140 million. 
Water Bank would have cost $10 million if the 1972 program was 
duplicated. 


So REAP has been ended. 
The brief notice ending its 36-year career surprised 


experienced officials. They had seen REAP survive attempts by 
Presidents Kennedy, Johnson and Nixon to reduce it by holding 
up funds. It was surprising because REAP and Water Bank were 
conservation programs. Their virtues often were lauded even by 
opponents of more traditional farm programs. 


The Agriculture Department action means the Nixon Ad- 


ministration will risk disfavor to cut federal costs in an attempt 
to stay within a promised $250 billion federal budget. 


But by cancelling REAP the Agriculture Department is 


virtually challenging the Congress to champion the cause of the 
program it has funded. It means the Nixon 
Administration 


cost-cutters mean business. It could mean a fight between the 
legislative and executive branches over the fate of federal 
programs. 


REAP is dead, but not yet buried. 


Congress and the war 


For months various members of Congress have complained 


about their alleged impotence in halting the war in Vietnam. 
Now seems the time for them to assert the authority they claim 
to want. 


Democratic Speaker of the House Carl Albert repeated the 


honest concern of many Congressional opponents of the war 
when he cautioned once again about pulling "out the rug from 
under" the President if there are real chances for that illusive 
negotiated settlement. All last summer and fall and even earlier, 
Republican backers of President Nixon and his foreign policies 
used this very legitimate excuse for not interfering in the 
conduct of foreign affairs. As Commander in Chief of the armed 
forces, the President has the constitutional authority to order 
the carpet bombing of Hanoi although such action without a 
congressional declaration of war remains under a cloud of 
constitutional doubt. 


In spite of President Nixon's apparent decision to go it alone in 


ordering the bombing without any attempt at explanation and 
reportedly against the advice of advisors such as Secretary of 
State William Rogers and Henry Kissinger, it just may be that he 
would welcome Congressional action in terminating the war. 
There is simply a better hiding place for Congressmen in 
numbers than there is for the President virtually alone in the 
oval office. If the President fears the verdict of history for ending 
the war on less than what he considers adequate concessions 
from Hanoi then let the buck end on Capitol Hill instead. 


Congressional muscle in this area appears to be limited to 


cutting off funds to fight the war. It has been the "sense of the 
Senate" in the past to do just that but the House of Representa- 
tives has been generally more hawkish. Congress has the 
constitutional authority "to raise and support armies" but "no 
appropriation of money to that use shall be for a longer term 
than two years." This is really a requirement for Congress to 
review the need for military expenditures and. indirectly, the 
reasons for war. 


In light of the current Presidential failure to reach a peaceful 


accord, it's time for Congress to accept its responsibility in the 
matter. It may even be what a frustrated President Nixon wants. 


Horseback riding booms 


Among the many recreational activities growing in popularity 


along with increased affluence and leisure time is horseback 
riding. The reasons are speculative but interesting. 


Westerns of course are largely responsible for the yen among 


children. The horse is supposed to be a masculine object too 
which helps explain the appeal of the sport to teenage girls. 
According to one riding instructor, "snobbism undoubtedly is a 
factor but ultimately it's the love of the animal that eclipses 
other motives." Parents have become interested too. it seems, 
because they "come to appreciate the innocent atmosphere of 
the stable." Grass in the barn is for the horses. 


In addition to dude ranches which are not located exclusively 


in the once wild west, there arc miles of riding trails, even set up 
by the state as in New York, to catch a wilderness tinge; 
mountain, desert and sea shore areas set aside; and the adapta- 
tions of abandoned railroad track right of ways. The Iron Horse 
has been superceded by the nag which once pulled the 
stagecoaches. 


It's good business, too. Not only are horse farms thriving, but 


manufacturers and retailers of barn equipment, riding clothes 
and tack have boomed. There are even plans offered for travel in 
Europe which include pony trekking or riding to hounds. 


The horso population in states like Wisconsin took a steep 


nosedive with the advent of the gasoline engine. Now it's 
climbing again, almost up to its onc-tinu- high.

Trial balloon up on transit subsidy 


MADISON —The trial balloon sent aloft by 


the trained politician is as familiar in modern 
political practice as the cigar offered by the 
campaigner in another time. 


The state administration has now sent up a 


trial balloon on ameliorating or resolving the 
transit problem in Wisconsin cities. It suggests 
a state subsidy and a revenue source to support 
it that squares jot and title with what any 
ODservant person could have guessed a year 
ago. 


The administration has shown its hand by 


the decision to put through its publicity mill the 
report of a group of students employed by the 
governor's office last summer as part of their 
collegiate study. Nobody is likely to pretend 
that the students' views, or even their judg- 
ment, are especially useful on an issue that is as 
clear and demonstrable as the idea that the city 
bus systems of Wisconsin on the whole are 
staggering and that they will sooner or later 
succumb unless the state provides subsidies. 


Aid from property taxes 


The idea has been talked about at the Capitol 


for several years. It will be urged by the gover- 
nor's own task force of adult citizens and 
community leaders. Subsidies now are being 
provided by some communities out of their 


property tax budgets, which most persons will 
conclude is the wrong source. 


What made the "hard news" is that the 


students on Gov. Lucey's summer payroll faced 
up to the more delicate question involved — the 
financing for a state subsidy program. Again 
their conclusion should not leave anyone 
breathless. 


They asked for another boost in the state 


rriGkCr »uc* tux. oooriOi' or lutoi* uuyuuu^ vvuv> 
considers the matter arrives at the same 
conclusion. The suggestive aspect now is that 
the state executive office troubled to arrange 
statewide publicity for the idea. 


Recalling the careful budget speech of 


Transportation Secretary Norman Clapp in 
which he spoke of the need for cutting back 
state highway construction and freezing local 
road maintenance and improvement money 
unless new funding is somehow provided for 
the state highway division a pattern emerges. 


The urban transit "crisis" will be the peg to 


diversify support for the idea of additional 
motor fuel taxation, providing extra impetus 
for what would have been suggested to the new 
legislature in any event. Automotive tax 
revisions have come in cycles. As the local 
highway men have been hinting for the last 
year or more, 1973 would follow the pattern. 


The legislature is not likely to add a penny to 


the gasoline tax schedule for urban transit 
subsidies only. There are too many legislators 
to whom the troubles of the city bus systems 
are academic. Their constituents couldn't care 
less. 


Highway interests may help 


If there is a real push for state transit sub- 


sidies it will orobablv be joined with the desires 
of the highway interests, perhaps through a 
division of the one cent levy receipts, more 
likely by raising the ante to one and one-half 
cents or perhaps two cents. 


The student report on transit remarked that 


public opinion must rid itself of the illusion that 
the city bus will ever again be supported from 
the fare box. Probably. But the legislature will 
worry about the risk in subsidies without strict 
standards and controls. 


The history of publicly financed transporta- 


tion elsewhere is suggestive. What has been 
more common in such situations than the 
alderman campaigning for low fares? Preserv- 
ing the essential local bus, without imposing 
unreasonable costs upon the majority of ci- 
tizens who do not use them, will require 
ingenuity. Relief is not likely to come unless a 
formula is found.

Lament on passing 
of Gilbert & Sullivan 


Although, as I remarked not long 


ago, I'm not big on the nostalgia bit, 
everyone has a soft spot of his own, and 
mine happens to be Gilbert & Sullivan. 
It was something I grew up with, the 
way other kids grew up with Tom Mix 
or Amos 'n' Andy. 


I h;id much older cousins who had 


come over here from London to live, 
and they tried to carry as much Britain 
with them as they could — including a 
set of the Savoyard Operas that must 
have been pressed by Thomas Edison 
himself. 


At any rate, my cousins and 1 would 


sit around the gramaphone (or victrola, 
if you will) and follow these Gilbert & 
Sullivan scores with a libretto. You 
must remember, children, hard as it is 
to believe, there was no television in 
those benighted days, no talking films, 
and radio was still something you 
searched for with a cat's whisker on a 
crystal-set. The wind-up victrola was 
where it was. 


Well, G & S became for us what. I 


suppose. Strauss was for a generation 
of Viennese kid, or Verdi for the Italian 
youth in the pre-clectronic era. We got 
to know every verse, melody, nuance, 
and bit of trickery in the Savoy reper- 
toire, and never tired of the corny gags 
and ancient clowning. What, never? 
Well, hardly ever. 


Tiie other day. Dodd. Iviead. the 


publishers, sent me a review copy of the 
new book. "The Gilbert & Sullivan 
Companion." and it all came back in a 
rush of warm nostalgia. This is a large 
and handsome compendium of the 
plays, productions, performances, and 
all the talented people who made G & S 


a British institution for a half century. 
But who is going to buy it? 


We are a sadly dwindling lot, we G & 


S aficionados, like veterans of the 
Spanish-American War. And we are 
apparently the last of the breed: I ex- 
posed my own children to the Savoy 
operas at an early age. and they 
exhibited mild interest and amusement, 
but it never really took. The world that 
was molded and mocked in those en- 
tertainments was too far removed from 
anything they could conceive to hold 
them. 


It was a world of style and form and 


taste, a world of institutions that could 
be mocked but not seriously ques- 
tioned, a world of relative permanence 
and placidity and proud faith in 
something called "progress." It died, 
actually, with Victoria, but its ghost 
kept marching on until the end of 
World War I and the rise of the terrible 
Twenties. 


It was a lovely world, just as Strauss' 


and Verdi's were lovely worlds. But 
nowadays it seems less real than the 
world of science-fiction. I may turn out 
to be the last Gilbert & Sullivan com- 
panion.

Northern liberals 
changing Senate 


WASHINGTON (KFS) - Much has 


been said about the newly seated U.S. 
Senate, its expected battles with the 
President, and its increasing liberalism. 


Little analysis, however, has been 


offered to explain this liberal trend, and 
the point, definitely worth making, is 
essentially this: For three-quarters of a 
century after the Civil War, the big 
business-run North sent mostly con- 
servative Republicans to the Senate 
while the rural South sent mostly con- 
servative Democrats. Not surprisingly, 
the Senate itself was invariably con- 
servative. Since the Fifties, and 
especially during the Sixties, erosion of 
this blue-grey, Gettysburg-extended 
cleavage has been a vital factor in 
liberal gains. On each side of the 
Mason-Dixon Line, old one-party sys- 
tems continue to crumble. 


In 
the 
North, 
conservative 


Republican Senators have given way to 
moderate Republicans and liberal 
Democrats. In the South, conservative 
Democrats are being replaced by con- 
servative Republicans and a few 
moderate Democrats. As a result, the 
Senate is much more liberal now than it 
was, say, 25 years ago in January, 1948. 


Four regional groupings of Senators 


illustrate

geographic shift: those from New 
England, the Upper Farm Belt (Wis- 
consin, Iowa, Minnesota, and the 
Dakotas), the Upper South (Virginia, 
Tennessee, and the Carolinas) and the 
Southwest (Texas, Oklahoma, New 
Mexico, and Arizona). Civil War 
divisions still held sway 25 years ago, 
but not now. 


The Truman era 


As of the Truman Era 80th Congress, 


the Republicans elected nine New 
England Senators to the Democrats' 
three; and in the Upper Farm Belt, the 
Republican edge was an overwhelming 
10-0. Of these 19 GOP Senators, 12 were 
conservatives, and seven at most could 
be called moderates. 


In contrast, the Democrats enjoyed 


complete control below the Mason 
Dixon Line. All eight Senators from the 
Upper South were Democrats, and 
most were staunch conservatives. 
Seven-to-one 
Democratic 
odds 


prevailed in ihe Southwest,-the lone 
Republican being E. H. Moore of 
Oklahoma, a single-termer elected in 
1942. These Democrats were conserva- 
tives—like Senators Tom Connally and 
Pappy O'Daniel of Texas — or senior 
"Border State moderates" like Carl 
Hayden and Ernest McFarland of 
Arizona or Carl Hatch and Dennis 
Chavez of New Mexico. 


Since then, the shift has been 


gradual, but great. In the old stalwart 
states of post-Civil War Republicanism, 
conservative GOP Senators are vir- 
tually nonexistent. Of New England's 
12 U.S. Senators, seven are Democrats, 
five Republicans. And among the GOP 
solons. only 72 year-old Norris Cotton 
of New Hampshire, expected to retire in 
1974. can be rated as a conservative. 
The .other four Republicans are 
moderates or liberals: Aiken and Staf- 
ford of Vermont. Brooke of Mas- 
sachusetts, and Weicker of Connec- 
ticut. All seven Democrats are liberals 


In the upper Farm States, the con- 


servative and Republican picture is 
even bleaker. Nine Democrats and only 
one Republican represent Wisconsin. 
Minnesota, Iowa, and the Dakotas in 
the U.S. Senate, and the lone GOP 
Senator — moderate conservative Mil- 
ton Young, aged 75 —will be retiring in 
1974. All nine Democrats range from 
more liberals (like Burdick of North 
Dakota) to the core of Senate Now 
Politics "reform" (like Mondale of 
Minnesota. Nelson of Wisconsin. 
Hughes and Clark of Iowa and 
McGovern and Abourezk of South 
Dakota).

But while New England 
and the 


Upper Farm Belt have turned from 
being 19-3 Republican in the 1948 U.S. 
Senate 
representation 
to 
16-6 


Democratic in 1973, the Upper South 
and Southwest have gone the other 
way. Ex-Confederate Tennessee. Vir- 
ginia, and the Carolinas. solidly 
Democratic in their 1948 delegation. 


now send five Republicans, two 
Democrats and one conservative, pro 
Administration Independent to the 
Upper House of Congress. All five 
Republicans are solidly conservative. 


Farther west, in the oil country of 


Texas, Oklahoma, New Mexico, and 
Arizona, the 7-1 Democratic U.S. 
Senate ratio of a quarter century ago 
has about-faced to a 6-2 GOP edge. 
Three of the six GOP Senators are 
strong 
conservatives; 
three 
are 


moderate conservatives. The two 
Democrats — moderate-conservative 
Lloyd Bentsen of Texas and moderate 
liberal Joseph Montoya of New Mexico 
— had tough races in 1970. 


These realignment patterns shaping 


the U.S. Senate bear a clear, albeit little 
discussed relationship to those in the 
last three presidential races, and the 
liberal trend should peak in 1974 when a 
couple more Northern Republicans are 
likely to bite the dust. Conservative 
strength in the U.S. Senate, after being 
fatally reduced by the loss of the, 
Northern Republican Civil War base; 
will not rise again substantially in 
congressional as well as presidential 
races until the Roman Catholic and 
blue-collar conservatism of the North 
begins to assert itself against cocktail- 
and-canape Democratic Establishment 
liberalism.

The Braves 
were still in Milwaukee and taking 
advantage of privileges granted to the 
press, I met Clemente one afternoon 
before a Braves-Pirates game. Having 
been a Pittsburgh fan sinrf I \v<c ;> UnH 
and a firm believer that Roberto was 
the greatest player in baseball, bar 
none, the casual conversation we had 
was a thrill unprecedented in my life. 
Meeting the truly elite in any field of 
endeavor is an uplifting experience, one 
a person treasures the rest of his life. 


1 introduced myself to Clemente in a 


voice about half an octave higher than 
usual. He shook my sweaty palm and 
asked what he could do for me. Trying 
not to be fawning, yet intent on 
demonstrating respect, I told him I just 
wanted to meet my favorite baseball 
player and thank him for being so damn 
good and so much fun to watch play. I 
expected the conversation to be short, 
that Roberto would indulge me for a 
couple of minutes, then dismiss me. It 
surprised me, therefore, when he asked 
me to sit down and he started inter- 
viewing me. He wondered what it was 
like to write about sports, what a fan in 
Milwaukee Braves territory was doing 
as a Pirate fan and. amazingly, what did 
I think the strengths and weaknesses of 
the Pittsburgh team were. Trying to 
sound knowledgeable to a superstar 
whose opinion of sports writers was not 
especially high was a difficult task and 
I have no idea what Clemente felt about 
my answers, 
which 
1 
couldn't 


remember five minutes after I said 
them. 


Eventually, the conversation swung 


around to me asking him questions, 
mainly about the 1960 World Series, 
which the Pirates won in an exciting 
seven-game match with the New York 
Yankees. 


We 
didn't 
uncover 
anything 


profound and no universal truths were 
forthcoming, but I was proud to be able 
to understand the Puerto Rican's 
broken English well enough so I didn't 
have to ask him to repeat his com- 


ments, a potential embarrassment I 
feared before the meeting. 


I was struck by his genuine interest 


in speaking with a writer from a small 
city a thousand miles from Pittsburgl 
whom he would never see again, so I 
asked him why he was willing to take 
the time when people didn't expect it 
and why he would sign autographs for 
kids long after the other players had 
gone following a game. "Because I like 
people so much," he said. 


It was this attitude which placed 


Roberto on the DC-7 plane that 
went down in the Atlantic New Year's 
L\c, killing mm anu lour others who 
were on a relief mission to earthquake 
victims in Nicaragua. 


Clemente's loss was a blow to 


baseball, but of secondary importance 
when compared to the years of work he 
would have done to help the disadvan- 
taged around the world.

Efforts are un- 
derway, in fact, to waive the traditional

The plan calls for the federal govern-

Essentially the plan would ease the 


amount of fat content required within 
meat, called marbling, and permit some 
animals up to 30 months old to be 
advanced in the grading system, said 
Prof. Bob Kouffman. of the University 
of Wisconsin meat science laboratory. 


The plan also would ease restrictions 


on the cutability, or carcass shape, 
demanded of U.S. Choice beef.

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Dairy prices endangered 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A decision by 


the White House to allow more imports 
of nonfat dry milk is viewed by a 
producer spokesman as a move by the 
Nixon administration to keep dairy 
prices down this year. 


Patrick B. Healy, secretary of the 


National Milk Producers Federation, 
said Tuesday he had urged President 
Nixon not to allow the import increase 
because U.S. production is increasing 
and that more imports would hurt farm 
prices. 


But the White House announced a 


decision last Saturday to allow an ad- 
ditional 25 million pounds of dry milk 
into the country by Feb. 15 to help 
correct what the administration called 
"increasing difficulties" by food 
processors, ice-craam makers and other 
dry-milk users of finding adequate sup- 
plies. 


The additional 25 million pounds of 


nonfat dry milk to be allowed into the 
U.S. market compares with a normal 
annual quota of 1,807,000 pounds set in 
1953. 


Healy told a reporter he was "greatly 


disappointed" by the White House 
decision. Now, he said, 
as milk 


production increases and plants begin 
turning out more butter and nonfat dry 
milk, the government probably will 
have to buy surpluses to help support 
prices paid dairy farmers. 


Milk prices at the farm level have 


been running higher than the govern- 
ment's price-support rate, and that 
means products are moving into market 
channels rather than into government 
stockpiles, Healy said. 


Even so, he said, milk prices paid 


producers recently have been running 
only about 80 per cent of parity, the 
formula used to gauge how much far- 
mers get in comparison with costs. 


"The long-term implication of this 


action," Healy said, "apparently is that 
the administration is going to keep 
prices as close to the support-price level 
as possible and not let it rise much."

family that loves him instead of going 
to Alabama with a mother and father 
who barely know him. 


The same law that last year sent little 


Johnny Lindquist from his Tigerton 
foster home back to an unwanted and 
fatal reunion with his Chicago parents, 
Thursday kept the 5-year-old boy from 
young parents who also lost custody of 
two older children. 


The law worked against Jonny

It worked for Billy in a sympathetic 


Outagamie County courtroom. 


Billy (not his real name) was born in 


Appleton late in 1967. He had a defect 
that will require annual operations for 
15 years. 


A week after he was born, he was 


taken to a Madison hospital. It was the 
first of many hospital stays. His mother. 
who had her first child at 16. was 
seeking a divorce from a husband who 
was in jail again. 


He saw his son for the first and only 


time when the child was a few weeks 
old. There have been other divorces 
started but the couple is stiii married. 


Billy, whose birth defect kept him 


from eating properly, was brought 
home from Madison only to wind up in 
an Appleton hospital a month later. He 
needed surgery. That was early in 1968. 


His parents left for Washington while 


he was in the hospital. They weren't at 
the hearing when a judge gave emer- 
gency custody of Billy to the Ou- 
tagamie County Department of Social 
Services, so he would have a place to go 


when his hospital stay was over. 


The mother told Judge R. Thomas

Miss Brooker envisioned the 
person as being ambulatory and able to 
feed himself but needing some super- 
vision in taking medication and in 
planning adequate meals. 


These people either have been placed 


in nursing homes or possibly sent out of 
the county to other facilities because 
nursing homes here are full. "The most 
pressing factor in setting up this 
program has been the lack of space in 
nursing homes," she said. 


This would help take pressure off 


Outagamie nursing homes and also 
allow those people sent out of the 
county to come back to be near rela- 
tives and friends, she added. 


There is no specific funding for the 


alternate adult care program, but those 
65 Miss Brooker's unit has identified 
would be able to cover monthly rent 
and expenses through social services 
department categorical aid, such as Old 
Age Assistance, Blind Assistance and 
Disabled Aid. 


If the program is a booming success. 


and the department decides to recruit 
nonrecipients into it, other funding 
would have to be found for them. Miss 
Brooker said. 


Tne department will handle the res- 


ponsibilities of matching the foster care 
recipients and sponsors through using 
applications to determine the needs of 
persons and what sponsors will be 
willing to provide, as well as other 
factors. 


She said the department will attempt 


to alleviate concerns some people have 
about taking in elderly. 


As it begins looking for sponsors, the 


adult services unit will conduct infor- 
mal informational meetings when 
interested persons can learn more 
about the program without making a 
commitment. Also, the unit will contact 
groups for assistance in making con- 
tacts. 


The unit has prepared criteria and a 


sliding scale of rental rates for the 


program, and also has met with the 
department's citizens advisory com-'. 
mittee. Miss Brooker said the rental 
rates will be finally determined by the' 
going rate in the area. 
; 


She indicated the program was set up- 


to operate simply and to avoid the 
complicated licensing required for care' 
at the level of a boarding home or a 
nursing home. However, she en- 
visioned having a supervisor available 
in the room and board arrangement,, 
she added.

Steiger 'unhappy1 with bombing 


WASHINGTON - Although U.S. 


Rep. William A. Steiger, R-Oshkosh. 
remains "unhappy with high level sa- 
turation bombing" like that used by the 
Nixon administration against North 
Vietnam in December, he is not ready 
to support legislation to cut off funds 
for the war. 


"One can only hope that the decision 


to bomb was based on knowledge that 
it would help bring the North Viet- 
namese back to the peace table," said 
Steiger, in a telephone interview 
Thursday. 


Steiger has consistently voted for 


war appropriation bills in the past, and 
has never backed anti-war legislation 
sponsored from time to time. 


One of his strongest stands on the 


war came last spring, when he joined 11 
other GOP congressmen in urging 
settlement of the Vietnam war through 
the United Nations. He joined 17 
legislators in signing a letter to 
President Nixon calling for a cease fire 


and an effort to settle differences in the 
UN. 


Steiger was unhappy then with the 


escalation of the war, which included 
Nixon's policy of mining principal 
North Vietnamese ports and resuming 
the bombing above the 20th parallel. 


Steiger, who was confident of an 


early settlement of the conflict when 
Hanoi and Washington bargained 
furiously before the November elec- 
tion, said Thursday that he doesn't feel 
"any more or less confident" of peace 
now after the heavy bombing was 
stopped and it was announced that 
talks would resume on Jan. 8. 


"I think it's fair to say that if a 


settlement is not achieved soon, and 
the bombing is resumed, Congress will 
be putting more and more nnmurn on 
the President" to end the war. he said. 


"I don't think it would be possible for 


the Congress to assume a responsibility 
that it does not have," he said.Jiowever, 
cutting off war appropriations will not 


stop the war, and talk of it in Congress 
is "symbolic" mkre than substantive. 


"They can't end the war," he said. 
Nixon's resumption of bombing on 


Dec. 14, after talks with the North 
Vietnamese broke down, attracted cri- 
ticism worldwide. Heavy civilian 
damage and casualties resulted from 
what was described as the heaviest 
bombing of the war. 


House Democrats have voted in 


caucus, 154-75, to cut off funds for and 
American involvement in the wnr, sub- 
ject only to arrangements for release of 
American prisoners and the safe 
withdrawal of American troops. Efforts 
to get such legislation passed in 
Congress are sure to dominate 
Washington debate if the President 
hasn't ended the war by his Jan. 20 
inauguration. 


Sleiger sees this potential as one 


example of a "politicization of actions 
by both the executive and legislative 
branches" in Washington. "A confron- 


tation is clearly going to take place 
"between 
Democrats 
and 
the 


Republican president, whether or not 
the Vietnam war is settled. 


Frequent fights over domestic

Steiger could become involved in one

Leffers from the missing

In their bamboo prison cages deep in 


the jungles of South Vietnam, the four 
men were given pen and paper. They 
scratched brief messages of greetings to 
their loved ones. 


On Wednesday these letters were 


mailed special delivery in New York 
City. 


And for four more American families 


the postman would bring the news that 
for many many months they had hardly 
allowed themselves to believe — their 
men were still alive. 


"God bless you! Oh, God bless you!" 


exclaimed Mrs. Virgil O'Connor when 
she picked up her phone at home in 
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Warren, Mich., to learn that a letter 
from her son Michael was on the way. 
He was a U.S. army warrant officer shot 
down in his helicopter on Feb. 4. 1968, 
during the Tet offensive battle for Hue. 


Two months later a released prisoner 


reported seeing him alive. But in the five 
years since then, the O'Connors had 
received not one word about him. He is 
now 25. 


Now a 10 line letter was on the way, 


brought back to America by an 
American delegation that visited Hanoi 
during Christmas. 


Mrs. Orvis Parsells of Sarasota, Fla., 


was unbelieving when The Associated 
Press called her Thursday to say that a 
letter from her 27-year-old son John 
would be arriving soon. 


The organization that had arranged 


the mail exchange with Hanoi, the 
Committee of Liaison with Families of 
American Prisoners of War in In- 
dochina, had been unable to reach Mrs. 
Parsells with the news. 


"I'm hoping and praying you're 


telling the truth." she said, as her hus- 
band listened at another line. "John was 
shot down in his helicopter on February 
5.1970." shesaid. "The Pentagon told us 
he was a prisoner of war, apparently his 
name was broadcast once over Radio 
Hanoi, but this will be the first word 
from him." 


John Parsells is a U.S. Army captain, 


a graduate of Southeast High School in 
Bradenton, Fla.

Calif. His mother was not at home 
Thursday but neighbors said he was 
shot down May 1.1972. and his mother 
had been advised by the Pentagon that 
he was alive. 


The fourth letter was from Bruce 


Raymond Archer. His relativer. in Pen- 
sacola, Fla., were not reachable on 
Thursday. 


The four letters from prisoners in the 


South were among 600 brought back 
from Hanoi by the antiwar group. The 
others-were described as being from 
prisoners in the North. The significance 
of the four is that they came from men 
who the visitors said had not been heard 
from previously. 


Americans captured in battle in the 


south have been swallowed up in the 
jungles. They have become as phan- 


r 


tom-like as their captors, the Viet Cong, 
and their fate has been a matter for 
conjecture. 


Their fate is markedly different to 


that of U.S. pilots shot down over North 
Vietnam who are installed in the "Hanoi 
Hilton" prison camp in central Hanoi 
and given access to regular mail 
deliveries, food packages and visiting 
Americans. 


Hundreds of Americansare missing in 


South Vietnam, but only a few more 
than a score of them have written to 
relatives. Prisoners who have been 
released in the south, or who escaped, 
talkof cage-like bamboo prisons, of long 
treks through the jungles to avoid det- 
ection by allied ground troops, of poor 
food. 


Both Mrs. O'Connor and Mrs. Parsells 


said they frequently mailed food 
packages but that these were always 
returned. Their letters did not come 
back but they did not know if they were 
delivered. 


For the Americans held in the south 


there is also the constant danger from 
bombing. There were fears for the safety 
of U.S. pilots in Hanoi prisons when the 
big B52 bombers launched strikes 
against Hanoi recently, and Hanoi 
claimed a prison camp was hit and some 
prisoners hurt. 


The B52s are a danger that Americans 


prisoners in South Vietnam face daily 
because the prison camp regions in the 
jungled mountains are "free bombing 
zones" for the Americans war planes on 
a permanent basis. 


Little is known about Americans 


captured outside North Vietnam 
because Hanoi allows the guerrilla 
forces in Laos, Cambodia and South 
Vietnam to hold American captives 
themselves. Hanoi is known to value 
American pilot prisoners as a bargain- 
ing tool in negotiations. This view is 
apparently not shdred by the guerrilla 
governments in Laos, Cambodia and 
South Vietnam, and minimal informat- 
ion on the captives has been released. 


For those reasons, relatives at home 


remain seriously concerned about the 
well-being of the men missing in action. 


Kathleen O'Connor, a sister of the 


captured Michael O'Connor, said, 
"When we read the delegation brought 
back some letters from South Vietnam, 
we did not dare to think one from 
Michael would be among them."

The report by the Bureau of Labor

and foreign dignitaries, who weren't 
invited to the simple, private funeral 
last week for Harry S Truman, joined 
Washington 
Cathedral 
today 
to 


memorialize the 33rd president of the 
United States. 


Led by Vice President Spiro T. 


Agncw, hundreds of friends, political 
associates and representatives of 
dozens of other nations nearly filled the 
2,000-seat gothic cathedral to hear 
Truman eulogized as a man who was 
"earthy plain...no wrinkles in his 
honesty." 


The 88-year-old Truman died Dec. 26 


and was buried in the grassy courtyard 
of the library in Independence, Mo., that 
has the documents and mementoes of 
his long life. 


The former president had requested 


that only family members and close 
friends attend the funeral service at the 
library. 


President Nixon, who flew to In- 


dependence to pay his respects before 
the funeral, did not attend the service 
today. Chief Justice Warren E. Burger, 
Democratic and Republican leaders of 
the House and Senate, Prime Minister 
Jack Lynch of Ireland, President 
Zalman Shazar of Israel and Premier 
Kim Chung Pil of South Korea were 
among those who did.

Truman's only child, Margaret

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Steffens asks revisions 
in snow removal charges 


MENASHA — City Atty. Richard 


Steffens has recommended that the city 
revise its charge for snow removal from 
private lots to more accurately reflect 
actual costs and that the director of 
public works be given the authority to 
annually revise the rates as city ex- 
penses change. 


The city now levies a flat charge of 


$18 per hour for snow removal from 
private lots. In the winter of 1971-72, 
the city sent out about 30 bills for such 
service. 


None have yet been sent out this 


year, according to Treasurer W. W. 
Edwards. 


Acting Director of Public Works 


Stanley Martenson said he had received 
no complaints on the current snow 
removal fee. He saw no reason to revise 
it, and said a decision on that would be 
up to the board of public works. 


"I am of the opinion the city is not in 


the business of making money off its 
special assessment program," said 
Steffens, in a written report to Ed- 
wards. "We are rendering a service and 
we, under law, cannot make a profit off 
of those services. The best example of 
this is the prohibition of using license 
fees for revenue measures." 


The $18 per hour flat fee was recom- 


mended by former Public Works 
Director Bruno Haas. He said it was 
necessary to offset the costs to the city 
for providing such a service. Up to that 
time, various charges had been made, 
all considerably lower than the $18. 


At the same time it offset city costs, 


Haas said it would encourage property 
owners to shovel their own snow. That 
would lighten the work load for the 
city, and allow it to devote more time to 
other jobs. 


In July, 1971, the fee had been raised 


to $10 per hour. In September, it was 
hiked to $18. 


Steffens, in his report to Edwards, 


said the city "must be consistent" in its 
charges for snow removal. 


"There are certain areas in the city 


where our crews are actually removing 
snow from private property without 
charge," he said. "If assessment is to be 
made, it must be uniform." 


He said some property owners are 


grossly overcharged under the $18 fee. 


The effort "to charge $18 an hour to 


send a jeep down a sidewalk, in my 
estimation, cannot be condoned under 
any circumstance, particularly when 
we raise the figure 7,000 per cent," 
wrote Steffens. 


Steffens 
admitted 
charges 
in 


previous years were too low, but the 
city attorney said fees should be levied 
separately for lots with front footage 
under 50 feet and over 50 feet. That 
would "simplify bookkeeping. . .," he 
said. 


"Now I recognize there are certain 


areas of the city where plows cannot be 
used, such as Main Street and lots that 
have to be shoveled by hand," said 


Steffens. "This, then, can be at the 
prevailing rate plus the expenses for 
bookkeeping. But again, snow removal 
must be on a non-discriminatory basis." 


Steffens said that in the 20 years he 


has had a law office along Main Street, 
"I have yet to see snow removed from 
many of the vacant store buildings." 


He thus finds "it ridiculous to send a 


snow plow with a jeep to plow out a lot 
which should be plowed out in the first 
place for $18, whereas, sidewalks on 
Main Street in front of vacant stores go 
unshoveled season to season."

Robert Frisch announced today that 
traffic accidents in the city during 1972 
totaled 659. This figure compares to 695

Frisch attributes the drop in reported

A strong push will be directed at the 


legislature to make the state govern- 
ment wholly responsible for financing 
the salaries of the circuit and county 
court judges, as well as the members of 
the state Supreme Court. 


Many of the trial courts have tradi- 


tionally been financed in part by 
county-authorized salary supplements 
for their presiding judges. A citizens 
task force on judicial organization has 
strongly urged that the county 
supplements be abandoned and that 
the state set a higher scale of state 
salaries for the trial judges. The slate 
treasury now pays the entire cost of the 
state Supreme Court. 


Strongly implied in the recommen- 


dation, which is firmly endorsed by 
Edwin Wilkic. the state director of 
courts, is the concern that a state judge 


who receives part of his salary at the 
option of the county board may not be 
truly independent. 


Wilkie and the citizens task force are 


also advocating higher salaries for the 
courts at all levels, and periodical 
salary adjustments consistent with 
those usually authorized by the legisla- 
ture for other state officers and civil 
servants. The biennial cost of living 
salary revisions have consistently 
omitted 
the judiciary, he

ficers to translate accidents into a coded 
account which a Transportation 
Department computer files neatly in a 
centralized data bank. 


Motorists involved in accidents will 


continue to use traditional report forms. 
But all state, county and municipal law 
enforcement agencies were required 
Jan. 1 to begin using the new form. 


James Waydick, the department's 


chief of accident data, said some 
policemen groused about the clerical 
shift from the familiar old forms until 
they learned to master the new code 
system. 


Most policemen who participated in a 


90-day test of the new style last year, he 
said, "eventually said they liked it after 
they had used it a while." 


Enforcement agencies received 


manuals to explain how to use the new 
systeni. They also received a letter 
which explained that the compiled data 
is to be used "by engineers, educators, 
researchers, legislators and others" as a 
reference library for improving traffic 
safety. 


Shifting gears into code was not ex- 


pected to be easy, and Waydick's staff 
has conducted 17 regional training ses- 
sions to help local police departments 
become familiar with the new jargon. 


A layman would have difficulty 


recognizing the official description of 
an accident in which his car might be 
involved. 


For example, the investigating officer 


rates the seriousness of an accident 
from 1 to 7. The more damage there is, 
the higher the number he assigns. 


Code' letters identify portions of a 


vehicle which receive damage. FC 
means front-center. FD means the front 
in general. 


A rating of FD-7 would imply the 


motorist mademush of the front portion 
of his car. FL-1 would imply there was 
minor damage to the front-left portion. 


Partial contact with the Icftrcar 


fender would be BL. An angular impact 
from the left would be LP. Damage to 
the left front quarter panel is LFQ. 


The roster ranges almost endlessly 


through RFQ, BC, RBQ and similar 
identities to descriptions of overturn 
accidents, which lead to a category of L 
& T and R & T descriptives. 


A car which overturns at an inter- 


section and spins 360 degrees, picking 


up damage from all quarters, would 
open a vast field of alphabetical games 
for the reporting patrolman. 


Waydick chuckled over a newsman's 


suggestion that a car which turns end 
over end could win an A-to-Z clas- 
sification. 


The form, Waydick replied, "includes 


a special category for describing 
unusual accidents" outside the scope of 
the specific code.

Infant recovering after open heart surgery

LEXINGTON, Ky. (AP) - Unusual 


heart surgery at the age of two months 
has given new health to little Jefferey 
Cox. His rare heart defect was spotted at 
a traveling mountain clinic. 


Jefferey was born with a condition 


called an aorto-pulmonary window. 
There was a hole between the two main 
arteries leading from his heart. 


Children with this kind of heart 


defect, which causes high blood pres- 
sure in the lungs, seldom live more than 
a year. 


The solution —open heart surgery — 


had apparently never been performed 
on a child as young as Jefferey. A 
University of Kentucky doctor said the 
youngest child known to have under- 
gonesuch surgery was four months old. 


The doctor, who asked not to be 


identified, said Jefferey's condition was 
diagnosed in time because of his mother 
and a clinic the university operates in 
rural communities. 


"These traveling clinics are wonder- 


ful things." the doctor said. "You've got 
to remember that a child in a big city can 
get the proper diagnosis of a defect like

The doctors didn't delay. Jefferey 


underwent open heart surgery at the 
university's medical center Dec. 2! and 
is uuinu line now. 


Because of Jefferey's age, the surgeon 


wanted to operate quickly. To do that, 
he needed to stop the blood flow for the 
duration of the I5-minute operation. 


The infant was put on a heart-lung 


machine, which supplied oxygen to his 
system while his blood was drained. 


Gradually, his body temperature was 


lowered — to about half normal — and 


then the machine containing his blood 
halted. 


There was no circulation. Jefferey's 


heart stopped. 


"By being able to stop the heart and 


have a bloodless field, it was very easy to 
divide the two blood vessels where they 
were connected and sew up the ends," 
Jefferey's doctor said. 


"At this point, the heart-lung 


machine wasstarted again and, by using 
warm blood, the baby's temperature 
was gradually brought up to normal 
again and the heart began beating 
again." the doctor said. 


Jefferey had a respirator to help hjm 


breathe easily for the first few hours, 
special postoperative care for a few days 
and now is not far from being able to 
return to his home at Mousie, Ky. 
' " 


The relatively new procedure used on 


Jelterey prevents brain damage that 
would be suffered within about sevpn 
minutes if blood flow were cut off at 
normal temperatures, the surgeon said. 


The doctors say they will be watch ing 


Jefferey closely during the coming 
months to make sure all is normal. But 
from all they can tell now, he suffered no 
brain damage and his lungs are back to 
normal.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I need your help 


very badly. I am 17 and have been 
married four months. My problem is 
I'm still a virgin. I am scared to death 
when my husband tries to make love to 
me. 


We love each other very much and 


he's very patient and understanding. 
But every time we try, it hurts me and I 
can't do it. 


I just don't know what's wrong with 


me. Please try to understand. Please 
help me find a way to overcome my 
Tearfulness. Tell me what to do. —

Maybe it isn't just your fears. Maybe 


it's a physical condition. Such things 
occur but aren't talked about enough to 
make everyone aware of the possibility. 


Of course sheer fear — originating in 


something you were 
taught or 


something that happened to you when 
you were younger — may be the basis 
of your trouble. 


But since some physical condition, 


such as an exceptionally thick or tough 
hymen, can result in exactly the 
problem you have. I most urgently 
advise you to check that out immedia- 
tely. Go to your regular doctor or to a 
gynecologist (specialist in women's 
problems) and tell him your problem. 


If it is a thick hymen, he can correct 


that right away. Or if some other 
physical anomaly is present, he'll dis- 
cover that. too. 


Or if you are physically normal, and 


your real trouble is fear and being too 
tense, he can reassure you and proba- 
bly give you mild medication that will 
solve your difficulty. 


But you must see your doctor. Or a 


doctor. You aren't the first troubled 
bride who has needed such help. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My son's wife 


takes her baby to a pediatrician. It had 
a hernia so they had to take it to 
another doctor. 


What I would like to know is what is 


a pediatrician? To me it seems one 


qualified like a registered nurse. 


Can they prescribe? Can they diag- 


nose? Are they medical doctors or do 
they just report on an infant's progress 
and give shots although nurses can do 
that? Can they call themselves M.D.? I 
think it is a waste of money to go to 
them. — Mrs. R.N. 


Oh. no! You've got it all wrong. A 


pediatrician is a specialist in care of 
infants and children. 


A pediatrician must first become a 


full-fledged M.D. Then he must devote 
t;vo years or more working with and 
under certified specialists, usually in a 
children's hospital or hospital with a 
strong pediatric section. Then he must 
pass a rigid examination before he 
becomes a board-certified specialist. 


Some become specialists in pediatric 


surgery, which can mean even longer 
training. Becoming a pediatrician 
requires rigorous training beyond that 
needed to become an M.D. 


Dear Dr. Thoseteson: Can having flu 


affect your sense of smell and taste? 
Would I eventually get them back? — 
Mrs. A.S.W. 


Fairly recently there has been 


evidence that flu — or perhaps certain 
types of flu —can damage the sense of 
smell. Automatically that impairs sense 
of taste. 


In most cases these senses return, but

Sometimes a preparation containing 
zinc may help. This is done on your 
doctor's advice and the medication 
take.n after a meal.

"A group of POW and MIA families, meeting 


in the nation's capital, have issued the follow- 
ing plea to the American people: 


"We appeal to the citizens of the U.S.A. Let 


our feelings be known immediately through 
congressmen, senators and the President, 
regarding the Southeast Asian involvement. 
We trust by your letters, telegrams and phone 
calls that the elected officials will be made more 
aware of your deep concern. 


"The tragedy of Vietnam must be concluded. 


Positive steps must be taken to end the conflict 
prior to inauguration date, Jan. 20,1973." 


Mrs. Flom went to Washington to talk to 


congressemen and other families of the POWs, 
she said in a telephone interview. 


"I don't know how I feel about what is 


currently going on in Vietnam. But something 
has to be done. I want Nixon to negotiate a 
peace," she said. 


While there, she had an opportunity to meet 


POW, MIA families issue appeal 


with numerous congressmen, including. Reps. 
Harold Froehlich of Appleton and William 
SteigerofOshkosh. 


She got a favorable reaction from both 


Republicans, she said. 


Steiger. Mrs. Flom related, feels that Nixon's 


job would be made more difficult if the funds 
were cut off. 


Froehlich, newly elected senator from the 8th 


district, was uncertain about how he feels. "I 
guess it is kind of new to him. And let's face it. 
all of us are uninformed about what is really 
going on." Mrs. Flom said. 


She did state, however, that she had been told 


that Dr. Henry Kissinger has been scheduled to 
meet with the freshmen Republican congress- 
men Friday to discuss his work and his plans. 


"I came back with the feeling that my trip 


was worth-while, if only to remind the 
congressmen and the people that there really 
are POWs and that the problem is real," Mrs. 
Flom said. 


Several of the men the families talked to had 


come to realize in recent weeks that their 
stands have to be softened on settlement, she 
said. "We aren't going to reach a settlement if it 
isn't desirable to North Vietnam." she added. 


"The time is crucial right now for the 


American people to make their views known. 
That is why we drafted the plea--in the hopes 
the people will hear and react." she stated. 


While in Washington. Mrs. Flom was invited 


to a tea given by Mrs. Spiro Agnew and wives of 
several congressmen.

Some members of the Outagamie

The seven 
member board, which oversees opera- 
tions in the county's third largest 
department, meets two or three times a 
month. 


It's not that Woehler isn't interested 


in what's happening with county wel- 
fare. 


Sometimes, board members relate, 


his opinions are reflected in the letters 
cranked out by the county board's 
personnel committee. The welfare 
board often finds itself frustrated by 
contrary and conflicting decisions by 
the personnel unit. There are three 
supervisors on the powerful personnel 
panel. 


"Woehler is the fourth member," one 


supervisor commented during a wel- 
fare board meeting Wednesday night. 


Sometimes Woehler's opinions about 


county welfare administration are ven- 
tured in the confines of his office before 
an audience of one or more welfare 
board members. 


That was the case Tuesday afternoon 


when, according to witnesses, there 
was another stormy 
encounter. 


Woehler, it was learned, called super- 
visors Herman Ripp, welfare board 
chairman, and John Kellogg into his 
office.

Weed. Mrs. Weed was Miss Irvine's 
aunt. 


Miss Irvine was born in Oshkosh and 


graduated from Oshkosh High School 
in 1912. She attended the University of 
Wisconsin and Oshkosh Normal School 
and taught school for a short period in 
Owen and Racine. She was drama ins- 
tructor at Lincoln High School, Mil- 
waukee, from 1922 to 1945. . 


She returned to Oshkosh in 1945 to 


care for Mr. and Mrs. Weed. Following 
their deaths, she moved in 1946 to Los 
Altos, Calif., where she lived until her 
death on Dec. 16,1967. 


Weed attended Lawrence University 


for two years in the late 1870s after 
moving to the town of Utica in 
Winnebago County from Livingston 
County, N.Y. He later attended the 


University of Wisconsin in Madison. He 
studied law in the legal office of the late 
Col. Gabe Bouck and was admitted to 
the Wisconsin bar in 1883. 


He became associated with the late 


H. M. Eaton in the firm of Eaton & 
Eaton and later will. T\. A. Hollister to 
form the firm of Weed & Hollister. In 
1890 he became city attorney for 
Oshkosh, a position he held until 1895. 


During the same period he served as 


a colonel on the military staff of Gov 
George W. Peck and in 1896 was 
Democratic nominee for state's attor- 
ney general. In 1898 he was elected to 
the Wisconsin Senate and served a 
four-year term. 


From 1917 until after the end of 


World War I, he served as a lieutenant 
colonel on the judge advocate general's 
staff and later was a reserve officer 
with the rank of colonel.

Enforcement agencies received 


manuals to explain how to use the new 
system. They also received a letter 
which explained that the compiled data 
is to be used "by engineers, educators, 
researchers, legislators and others" as a 
reference library for improving traffic 
safety. 


Shifting gears into code was not ex- 


pected to be easy, and Waydick's staff 
has conducted 17 regional training ses- 
sions to help local police departments 
become familiar with the new jargon. 


A layman would have difficulty 


recogni7ing the official description of 
an accident in which his car might be 
involved. 


For example, the investigating officer 


rates the seriousness of an accident 
from 1 to 7. The more damage there is, 
the higher the number he assigns. 


Code'letters identify portions of a 


vehicle which receive damage. FC 
means front-center. FD means the front 
in general. 


A rating of FD-7 would imply the 


motorist made mush of the front portion 
of his car. FL-1 would imply there was 
minor damage to the front-left portion. 


Partial contact with the leftrear 


fender would be BL. An angular impact 
from the left would be LP. Damage to 
the left front quarter panel is LFQ. 


The roster ranges almost endlessly 


through RFQ. BC. RBQ and similar 
identities to descriptions of overturn 
accidents, which lead to a category of L 
& T and R & T descriptives. 


A car which overturns at an inter- 


section and spins 360 degrees, picking 


up damage from all quarters, would 
open a vast field of alphabetical games 
for the reporting patrolman. 


Waydick chuckled over a newsman's 


suggestion that a car which turns end 
over end could win an A-to-Z clas- 
sification. 


The form, Waydick replied, "includes 


a special category for describing 
unusual accidents" outside the scope of 
the specific code. 


Statutes required that a special ad- 


visory committee approve the new form 
for the department. The committee 
included representatives of the depart- 
ment, law enforcement agencies, the 
legal profession, the State Highway 
Patrol and the Wisconsin Council of 
Safety. 


Waydick said the new form won't be 


of much extra value to the individual 


police department, other than to reduce 
paper work and speed clerical work 
once patrolmen have become familiar 
with it. 


Its main purpose is to provide any 


traffic agency with computerized ac- 
cess to general trends in accident stat- 
istics, and not necessarily to provide 
informational privileges for anyone in 
particular. 


"Not one item requested in the report 


is for the sole purpose of aiding the 
insurance adjuster," police were told. 


Eldon Schimming, the department's

Cable television—which transmits 


TV signals via wires rather than 


through the air—-is now regulated by the 
Federal Communications Commission, 
which has been slow to adopt rules, and 
municipalities, which differ greatly in 
what they demand in cable system 
franchise'agreements. 


Fifty-one per cent of the commission 


members recommended formation of a 
new regulatory agency in the area, 
while 44 per cent suggested that the 
state Public Service Commission as- 
sume the responsibilities. 


The state regulatory body, as en- 


visioned by commission members, 
would establish criteria and qualificat- 


ions for cable TV applicants, consider 
adopting minimum statewide technical 
standards for cable systems; certify that 
cable systems are built in agreement 
with, federal, state and local rules and 
conduct periodic reviews; review the 
granting, renewal or revocation of any 
franchise when requested to so; review 
citizen complaints; and assume juris- 
diction if it determined that a 
municipality has ignored for at least one 
year its responsibility for regulation as 
outlined by the FCC and state law.

control by the system owners or 


operator over the user's programs and 
services" which requires that systems 
"provide access to all, without 
discrimiation as to rate or availability" 
was approved by 84 per cent.

Substitute 
for blood 
is developed 


BOSTON (AP) —A team of Harvard 


medical researchers, who successfully 
transplanted 35 rats' blood with a totally 
artificial substance, now plan to use the 
same experiment on monkeys. 


"Dr. Robert Geyer. head of the 
researchers at Harvard School of Public 
Health, said Tuesday the rats survived 
without any apparent ill effects a 100 per 
cent blood replacement with a milky 
white substance described as a class of 
compounds called fluorocarbons. 


Geyer said it was the first successful 


transplant using an artificial substance 
frj'r blood. 
-"There are differences between 
monkeys and rats that require testing," 
Geyer said. "The monkey is more sus- 
ceptible to infection... In addition, the 
monkey replaces his red blood cells 
more slowly than the rat." 


The rat's normal body functions 


replace red blood cells in about seven 
days. The monkey replaces his red cells 
in about three weeks. 


Geyer said it is hoped that the subs- 


tance, or one like it, will be able to keep 
various human organs alive for days 
and weeks. 


The artificial blood used fluorocarbon 


compounds to replace the oxygen- 
carrying function of the red blood cells. 
It uses a number of other components to 
give it the proper flow and other 
characteristics. 


Another series of studies is planned 


on the artificial blood's effects of 
various body organs and tissues. 


"We need to know in detail how these 


organs and tissues function while the 
artificial preparation is the only source 
of oxygen, nutriment and the major 
mechanism for removal of waste," 
Geyer said. 


• • Geyer said Harvard's experiment 
with rats is the first time any animal has 
survived any prolonged period when 
100 per cent of the blood is replaced with 
an artificial substitute. 
. He said there are no current plans for 
human experiments.

Saturday's dedication of the new 


Outagamie County jail marks the frui- 
tion of nearly 13 years of effort, debate 
and raging argument. 


Proposals to build an addition to the 


courthouse for a new jail date back to 
at least November. 1960, when George 
Narovec was retained to design an 
addition to the courthouse. 


In 1963 Narovec presented specific 


plans for a five-story addition to the 
courthouse to cost $1.25 million and to 
house the sheriffs department, jail and 
courtrooms. 


That was lost in an argument of 


whether an addition should be built to 
the courthouse or whether an entirely 
new courthouse complex should be 
built someplace else — an argument 
that still is being fought today. 


In 1964, Raymond LeVee, architect 


for the original construction of the 
courthouse, presented plans for adding 
a floor to the north and south wings of 
the courthouse. 


In 1966 and 1967 LeVee presented 


plans to remodel the existing jail and to 
build an addition to the rear of the 
courthouse. 


By this time the state was starting to 


exert more pressure on the county to 
correct deficiencies in the jail. Finally, 
in March, 1968. the state told the 
county to correct the deficiencies or the 
jail would be ordered closed. 


The county managed to get several 


extensions of that order, but the state, 
tired of what appeared to be delaying 
tactics, finally put restrictions on the 
use of the jail which still are in effect. 
The result is that prisoners have been 
transported to surrounding county jails 
pending completion of the new jail. 


Appleton was experiencing police 


station problems about this time and an 
effort was made for the city and county 
to get together in a joint safety build"- 
. ing. Mutual suspicion doomed that idea 
from the start, despite outward ap- 
pearances of trying to work together. 


The argument of where to put a new 


jail also got a thorough airing. 


Among the locations proposed were 


the old county airport on Ballard Road, 
the former county farm on Bluemound 
Road, Goodland Field. Jones Park. Ar- 
butus Park and the present city hall 
' site. 


Positive action finally came on Aug. 


11. 1970. when the county board voted 
'26-17 to build the jail next to the 
courthouse. A September reversal of 
that vote was reversed in October and 
final approval came in November 
37-10.

Happily marrieds back women's lib 


NEW YORK —Contrary to common 


belief, married women who are content 
with their roles as wives and mothers 
support the goals of the women's 
liberation 
movement 
almost 
as 


strongly as women who are unmarried, 
seek careers, or are dissatisfied with 
their lives, according to a survey of 
120.000 women released Wednesday. 


The survey, conducted by Redbook 


magazine and reported in its January 
issue, also indicated that social ob- 
servers 
may 
be 
wrong 
in 


overemphasizing female sexual dissa- 
tisfaction. Nearly 60 per cent of the 
survey respondents, 75 per cent of 
whom were between the ages of 20 and 
35, reported a high degree of satisfac- 
tion in their sexual relationships. 


Based on a 100-question question- 


naire published by the magazine last 
April, the survey also revealed- 


Nine out of 10 women believe that 


women are treated as second-class ci- 
tizens. 


Seventy-four do not think full-time 


motherhood can satisfy most women. 


Three women in four feel the com- 


munications media degrade women. 


Awareness of Discrimination 


• Only 10 per cent of the 120,000 
women who participated in the survey 
said that there is no real discrimination 
against women. On the contrary, more 
than nine out of 10 are aware that 
women earn less than men for doing 
the same work. Fully 94 per cent op- 
posed the argument that women 
deserve less pay than men because 
women are less reliable workers, and 74 
per cent agreed that magazines, news- 
papers, radio and television degrade 
women by portraying them as sex ob- 
jects or mindless dolls. 


But while most respondents agreed 


that discrimination exists, they did not 
agree on how to end it. Nearly half said 
that a woman who wishes to overcome 
discrimination must do it herself, 
"working individually to prove (her) 
abilities and educate men." 


The next most popular strategy, 


favored by one woman in three, was 


"working with men in organized 
groups." Only two per cent of the 
women believed that women should 
join together in exclusively female 
groups to fight discrimination. 


Approval of women's movement 
The overwhelming majority of the 


survey respondents said they are in 
favor of the women's 
liberation 


movement. Least enthusiastic were the 
women married more than once, with 
59 per cent in support. This percentage 
rose to 65 per cent among women 
married for the first time; to 73 per cent 
among divorced women, and to 79 per 
cent among single women. 


Most of the women, 84 per cent who 


participated in the survey have already 
made their decisions to marry and have 
families, and the large majority, 85 per 
cent, are at least relatively satisfied 


Thirty-nine per cent of the married 
women said they reach orgasm almost 
all the time; 19 per cent almost three- 
fourths of the time, and an additional 14 
per cent, about half the time. Thus the 
overwhelming majority of married 
women reported frequency of orgasm 
that suggests a high degree of sexual 
satisfaction. 


Satisfaction in traditional role 


Although 72 per cent of the respon- 


dents to the survey said "the best way 
for most women to develop their full 
potential" is to take jobs that most 
fulfill them as individuals. 68 per cent of 
the women who quit their jobs when 
their children were born were happy to 
do so. 


But since three out of four of the 


women do not believe that full-time 
motherhood can satisfy most women, it

not feel that the liberation movement 
will have a direct effect on their lives, 
but they do think their daughters will 
have greater opportunities because of 
it. 


The majority of the respondents said 


they plan to raise both sexes with 
similar aspirations. Asked a variety of 
questions to indicate whether boys and 
girls should be treated differently while 
growing up, the respondents said they 
would encourage both sexes to study 
medicine, 85 per cent, to care for 
younger siblings, 96 per cent, to do 
household chores, 91 per cent, to do 
gardening and outside chores, 84 per 
cent. 


Feelings toward sex 


Traditionally women have lead 


somewhat passive sex lives and have 
been taught to view sex more as an 
obligation than a pleasure, but the 
magazine survey revealed that the 
majority, 83 per cent, of young women 
today see sex as "important" to their 
happiness and report a high degree of 
sexual satisfaction. 


The majority of the respondents, 59 


per cent, said that they and their hus- 
bands have equal needs in terms of 
frequency of intercourse and that these 
experiences are extremely satisfying. 


as a temporary career. Nevertheless, of

currently responsible for housework 
and child care, and 76 per cent said they 
are at least relatively satisfied with this 
division of labor. 


The women are more enthusiastic 


about less-routine, more creative as- 
pects of homemaking. though. While 
only 34 per cent find cleaning, dish- 
washing, and laundry "gratifying or 
fun,"
